Deutschland’s Skipper Tells 


How Passengers Stayed 
Calm in Crisis. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26—()— 
The S. S. Deutschland’s victory 
over fire—a new Saga of the sea— 
was told today by officers and 
passengers as the German liner 
steamed to urd New York. 

After directing an _  eight-and- 
one-half-hour fight to extinguish 
a below-decks blaze which was 
' discovered last night while the 
vessel was 200 miles off Cape 


Race, Newfoundland, Captain Karl | 


Steincke set his engine room tele- 
graph at “full speed.” 


He reported he would dock at| 


his Hudson river pier at 7 p. m. 
Friday, about 10 hours late. 

None of the 591 passengers or 
392 members of the crew was in- 
jured in the desperate fight. 

“There was no panic,” Captain 
Steincke told the Associated Press 
by radio telephone. “Everybody 
was quiet the time. There 
was tranquillity.” 


The stories of passengers bore 


him out, althouph for three hours, 
until the flames were brought 
under control, the Deutschland 
sent out a series of SOS .nes- 
sages which stopped radio traf- 
fic along the seaboard and start- 
ed seven vessels at full steam to 
her aid. 

Two of them, the S. S. Ameri- 
can Traveler and the Norwegian 
whaler Europe, arrived at her side 


just as the last flame was smoth- | 


ered. Given the Deutschland’s 
thanks, they went on their way. 


Captain Steincke said: “The fire | 


was in No. 2 hold, where we were 
carrying a general cargo. I don't 
know yet how the fire started.” 


The crew went to fire quarters, | 


battening down the hath to No. 
2 hold with everything available, 
including blankets, to smother the 
flames and choke the fire with 
smoke. 

The third-class passengers were 
ordered from their rooms near the 
hold up to the cabin class and 
tourist class decks to dance and 
watch a movie—“It Was Bing 
Crosby,” Radio Operator Stoldt 
conscientiously explained.

Andrews praised the in- 
dustry for co-operating with the 
wage and hour division, while 
Murchison said “apart from the 
law the happiest circumstance to 
be noted at this time is the char- 
acter and temperament of the man 
whom the President has designat- 
ed to the post of administrator.” 

Murchison said the wage-hour 
law should prove a “stabilizing 
force” in competition in the cotton 
industry. | 

He said the act’s basic wage 
rates were “not unreasonable” and 
that the “first point of reasonable- 
ness” in the law was that unlike 
the labor relations act it did not 
put its powers in the hands of a 
board.

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TRADE AGREEMENT ESSENTIAL 

The long pending reciprocal trade agree- 
ment between the United States and Great 
Britain should be pushed to a conclusion. In 
view of the recent crisis in Europe, where the 
force of arms was apparently the dominating 
factor, a substitute for abuse, recrimination and 
hatred is essential if the peace of the world is 
henceforth to be preserved. It is altogether fit- 
ting, therefore, that the two strongest demo- 
cratic forces should compose their differences 
amicably, not only for their own good, but as an 
example to the less peaceably inclined powers. 

Naturally there are many conflicting points 
of interest between the two friendly nations; 
otherwise there would be no need for the agree- 
ment. But their mutual interests far outweigh 
the points of disagreement, thus forming a solid 
background for enduring friendly relations. 

Even so, it is no simple matter for two na- 
tions, however friendly, to conclude a compre- 
hensive trade agreement. Often, during 
such negotiations, a dead end is encountered, 
an apparent insurmountable obstacle to the 
main objective. In order to reach the desired 
accord, both parties have to ease their demands 
and give a little here and there. 

Unfortunately the desired agreement has 
been blocked for nearly a month. The present 
impasse developed over certain tariff conces- 
sions demanded by the American negotiators. 


It has been reported from Washington that ~ 


“final offers’ have been made on a “take it 
or leave it basis.” While such an attitude has 
never been conducive to the development of a 
mutuality of interest word comes from London 
that the “final offers” have not been rejected. 
The delay, it seems, is attributable to the fact 
that the British cabinet must pass upon them. 
Other matters, as is well known, have been tak- 
ing most of their time recently. 

It is fully realized by representatives of both 
governments that commerce would be benefited 
tremendously by a farsighted trade agreement. 
A settlement of differences between the two na- 
tions would better prepare both for the eco- 
nomic fight with the totalitarian powers which 
now seem destined to dominate the world. 

Despite the vast amount of noise to the con- 
trary, which continues to emanate from cer- 
tain well-known, though ill-founded, anti- 
British sources in the United States, the fact 
remains that Anglo-American relations must 
remain amicable and friendly. They must be 
built upon a mutuality of interest. Although 
Great Britain may have irons in the fire in 
many parts of the world which do not directly 
concern the United States, it is impossible to 
find an American interest anywhere which, if 
jeopardized, would not be of great concern to 
the British. 7 

The importance of an accord, therefore, 
should not be minimized. Both Washington 
and London should assume an attitude of com- 
promise, if necessary, to bring it about. It ts 
essential in the face of present world condl- 
tions. A disagreement resulting in an abandon- 
ment of the idea is unthinkable. Nothing, it 
should be remembered, is so pleasing to the 
goose-stepping powers of the world as a dis- 
cordant note in the concert of democratic na- 


tions. 


“BEHOLD, THE FOWLS OF THE AIR” 

Those who believe in an Eternal Order in 
the midst of today’s disordered world will find 
new faith by reading the story of the annual 
flight of the “miracle swallows” of Capistrano 
mission in San Juan Capistrano, Cal. And to 
the glib skeptics who have said there is no mo- 
tivating power behind the world will come the 
thought that pure intellectualism without faith 
may not be the answer to life’s eternal ques- 
tions. 

For 160 vears the swallows have flown away 
from the mission to keep a tryst for the winter. 
They have left each year on St. John’s Day, 
October 23, and have returned on St. Joseph's 
Day, March 19. Mission priests have kept the 
records of the migrations since the year in 
which the Declaration of Independence was 
written, and not once have the birds failed to 
leave or return on schedule—despite rainstorms, 
dust storms and fogs. 

When Jesus wanted to point a lesson of His 
Father’s eternal care, he said, “Behold the fowls 
of the air for they sow not, neither do they 
reap... yet your heavenly Father feedeth 
them.” 

In a world filled with wars and rumors of

wars, with social and economic problems that 
seem to defy solution, with new onslaughts of 
malice and ill-will, the believer listens again 
to the words of Jesus—and looks to the swallows 
of Capistrano to reassure himself that God 
still works in mysterious ways His wonders to 
perform. 

No one knows exactly where the swallows go 
on their yearly flights, although attempts have 
been made through lev-banding to trace their 
movements. Some day man may find the secret 
of the birds’ sojourn, yet without finding the 
Spirit that sends them on their winged, regular 
flights. 


FOR WORLD PEACE 

Simply and directly, as befits a sailor, Rear 
Admiral Clark Howell Woodward, speaking on 
“National Security,” told the Atlanta Kiwanis 
Club a navy “second to none,” will be the 
greatest contribution this country can make to 
the cause of world peace. 

The logic of that statement is so plain it is 
difficult to understand how any but a warped 
mind can disagree. A navy constructed, di- 
rected and used solely for national defense 
cannot help but add to the influence of this 
country in the councils of the nations. That 
influence need not be direct. The United States 
may stick closely to a policy of isolation from 
the troubles of the rest of the world. It may 
remain aloof from international conferences 
and send no delegates to the meetings of other 
nation’s statesmen. 

Yet, if the United States is adequately pre- 
pared, at all times, to defend herself with a 
navy “second to none,” there will always be 
present, at all world gatherings, the knowledge 
that Uncle Sam is not a weak giant of a nation, 
like unto China, but a strong force ready to 
protect itself against all aggressors, 

The influence of the United States, direct or 
indirect, always has been on the side of peace. 
The foreign policies of this nation throughout 
history, if they have erred, have always erred 
on the idealistic side. Anything that will 
strengthen that influence for peace, either di- 
rect or indirect, is to be desired. 

The knowledge that an adequately armed 
America, even though armed solely for defense, 
stands in this western hemisphere, could not 
fail to have a steadying effect upon all other 
nations and a restraining influence on those 
who would depend upon force rather than upon 
justice and friendship. 


A RAILROAD PRESIDENT SPEAKS 

Measured by an address delivered before the 
convention of the Associated Traffic Clubs of 
America at Cleveland by W. M. Jeffers, presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railroad, manage- 
ment of the nation’s rail systems has been 
thoroughly awakened to modern trends, 

The reason the average businessman has, 
in a manner of speaking, lost the wholehearted 
co-operation of his workers, the speaker de- 
clared, was because he had not, in the past, 
done sufficient elbow-rubbing among his men. 
This absence of friendliness had the effect of 
creating a feeling among the workers the high- 
er-ups were not overly interested in the little 
man’s problems. 

To correct this impression, said Jeffers, “it 
is increasingly evident the businessman must 
take an active, but non-partisan, part in poli- 
tics. It should be remembered that the balance 
of power in America still eats in the kitchen.” 

Although, as Jeffers pointed out, the rail- 
roads were, and are, indispensable to the na- 
tion, the people began demanding improve- 
ments which they were not getting. As a re- 
sult of this demand, he continued, freight and 
passenger schedules have been shortened. High 
speed dependable freight and passenger service 
has been inaugurated. The freight car shortage, 
which was the bane of every shipper’s existence 
during prosperous times, has been eliminated. 

Judging solely from the speaker’s remarks, 
it is evident railroad management has learned 
a lesson, belated to be sure, but a lesson never- 
theless. The manner in which the public has 
responded to the carriers’ adjustments to meet 
modern trends confirms past mistakes. The 
rail carriers, as Jeffers himself pointed out, 
must keep ahead in the transportation parade, 
but must also recognize that the rails are no 
longer the whole show. 

It has proved to be wise economy to spend 
money for changes and improvements to meet 
competition. As a result, a vast amount of 
equipment has been modernized, resulting in 
smoother handling of freight and less damage 
en route. And service has been so improved 
shippers now know the day, and with reason- 
able certainty, the hour, when their shipments 
will be delivered.

There is 
one thing, and one alone, which will, in the 
final analysis, increase traffic permanently and, 
at the same time, restore general prosperity: 
greater consumption, which, in turn, means 
greater production.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

NO ONE REALLY KNOWS WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—As the 


time for decision draws nearer, 
the rumors about the President’s forthcoming supreme court ap- 
pointment constantly increase. If all of them should come true, 
the President would have to name a whole benchful of justices, 
most of them bad. 

It is said that he is deeply impressed with the sectional argu- 
ment of the organization Democrats, and will therefore choose a 
westerner. It is said that he shares the view of certain left-wing 
extremists that the court is a constitutional superfluity which ought 
to be discredited, and will therefore make some such discreditable 
choice as Senator Sherman Minton, of Indiana. It is said (and very 
ridiculously, unless the President and the New York Governor have 
concealed unsuspected vulgarities’ that part of the deal by which 
Herbert H. Lehman is running for re-election is the nomination of 
his brother, Judge Irving Lehman, to the high bench. 

The truth is that no one on earth but the President himself 
knows who will get the great office, and probably he has not made 
up his mind. Meanwhile, in spite of the foolish pleading of cer- 
tain timorous Jews that his nomination will provoke anti-Semitism, 
Professor Felix Frankfurter remains the outstanding candidate. He 
has, on his side, outstanding fitness, great personal distinction, a 
splendid record of achievement, and the warm support both of the 
White House circle and hundreds of the most influential conserva- 
tives in the country. 


IDEAL JUSTICE Under the circumstances, therefore, it is 

news that Frankfurter has summed up his 
ideal of a justice of the supreme court in three paragraphs of beau- 
tifully lucid prose. These paragraphs, which should find a perma- 
nent place in the library of American historical writing, form the 
peroration of his new book, “Mr. Justice Holmes and the Supreme 
Court.” They are the fitting close of an exposition of the supreme 
court’s place, powers and functions more lucid and acute than our 
generation is likely to see again. They follow: 

“Mr. Justice Holmes brought to his work a sense of history. 
His traditions were founded not on fear but on knowledge, and his 
rejections came from knowledge, not from the blindness of preju- 
dice. He left the issues in the arena where they belong: He knew 
that judges in their way legislate, and therefore did not propose that 
they should undermine the legislature’s power to legislate. He 
knew too much to believe that it was within his power to save, if 
it was within the legislature’s power to ruin. ‘I believe with 
Montesquieu,’ he said, ‘that if the chance of a battle—I may add 
the passage of a law—has ruined a state, there was a general cause 
at work that made the state ready to perish by a single battle or 
law.’ Therefore, whenever he upheld, as he so often did, legisla- 
tion in the substance of which he disbelieved, he exhibited the judi- 
cial function at its purest. He transcended his own preferences, for 
he was the guardian of the country’s past, present and future. And 
so he was as modern when he ended his work as when he began it. 

“From the constitutional opinions of Mr. Justice Holmes there 
emerges the conception of a nation adequate to its national and 
international duties, consisting of federated states in their turn pos- 
sessed of ample power for the diverse uses of a civilized people. 
He was mindful of the Union which he helped to preserve at Ball’s 
Bluff, Antietam and Fredericksburg; he was equally alert to assure 
scope for the states upon which the Union rests. He would not, by 
sterile abstraction, paralyze federal power over commerce beyond 
states’ lines, nor hamper the states in grappling with their local 
problems by a provincial or partisan application of the fourteenth 
amendment. He found the constitution equal to the needs of a 
great nation at war; but according to the same constitution the in- 
dividual must not be sacrificed to the moloch of unworthy fear. 

“Serenely dwelling above the sound of passing sibboleths, Mr. 
Justice Holmes steadfastly refused to hearkeéen to the din of the 
moment. But his humility was too deep to make him regard even 
the highest tribunal as a grand lama. Like all human institutions, 
the supreme court, he believed, must earn reverence through the 
test of truth.” , 


THE IMPORTANT THING Those words, for all their brief 


compass and intended tribute to a 
dearly loved friend, describe the perfect justice as he has not been 
described before. In the preceding pages of Frankfurter’s book, the 
description is enriched and amplified, in deeply moving passages 
on the civil liberties, on property and society, on the nature of the 
American system. To be sure, his words must have come easily 
to Frankfurter, for the great Holmes was as near being the perfect 
justice as a man could be. 

Yet it is vastly important that Frankfurter conceives so clearly 
what a justice ought to be and do. He will not make another 
Holmes—that mold was already broken when the “autocrat of the 
breakfast table” heard the first squall of his young son. But with 
his rich learning, his remarkable capacities and his clear conception 
of the task before him, Felix Frankfurter should make a judge to 
be long remembered.

sion of 1932 made Huey Long. In our own state the rabble- 
rousers succeed best when cotton is bringing five cents or eight 
cents. The late Tom Watson, one of the greatest men Georgia or 
the nation ever produced, in his late years became twisted and 
turned against practically everything he had ever advocated. He 
sated the appetite of the discontented with racial hatreds when 
jobs would have been, as today, the proper answer. Lynchings, 
which are on the decrease largely through education, almost in- 
evitably had, and have, an economic background. 
Huey Long is dead. It is difficult to remember that when he 
lived he was a distinct threat to law and order; that for a time 
the best minds in Washington were worried by this threat. Not so 
much because of the political threat but because of the near an- 
archy which was behind the man. 

That same part of our national population which cheered Long 
is that which awaits another Huey Long. Meanwhile, they grasp 
at the “Thirty Dollars Every Thursday” plan. 


MR. DANIELS WRITES AGAIN Mr. Jonathan Daniels, whose 


; recent book, “A Southerner 
Discovers the South,” is a best-seller and a topic of conversation 
in almost every gathering, writes of this, as it pertains to the south, 
in current issue of the Virginia Review. He said in part: 

“In 1930, 3,800,000 young men and women of this generation 
had moved out of the south since 1900, while 2,900,000 had moved 
from the rural districts to the southern towns. The highest birth 
rate in the country is in the south, and around every factory in the 
south and every office there are hungry-eyed boys and girls wait- 
ing for an oldster to die or be fired. ... For millions of them 
democracy has failed to give the least men hope from government 
an economic order. ... The land behind them is sterile: the 
factories before them are crowded. The south can scarcely con- 
tain them; the north does not want them. They lie at the bottom 
of the southern problem.” 

They do. And they are at the bottom of the problem in Cali- 
fornia and in New England and the middle west and the east. 
They, in a sense, are the problem. 


AS TO THE ANSWER Obviously, the CCC camps, the WPA, 
PWA, the Youth Organization and 


other similar agencies were, fundamentally, an approach to an im- 
mediate problem. That politics have interfered and, in some in- 
stances, corrupted some of these agencies was inevitable, 

Businessmen and government men alike know the tremendous 
problem of relief. In the Scandinavian countries social legislation 
grew across many, many years. 

Here it came, full-grown, into being. The result was the situa- 
tion today. We do have a segment of population which con- 
siders itself as permanent and professional “reliefers.” There was 
no time to bring the program along slowly enough to absorb and 
solve the problems as they came along. 

Today there is a rather tremendous overlapping of relief. The 
welfare agencies have found, for instance, that many of the well- 
meaning Christmas charities overlap and that some needy families 
receive Christmas aids from two or three agencies while some de- 
serving families receive none. 

This, on a national scale, is what has happened to the entire 
problem of relief. It, too, was inevitable. The solution will come 
slowly and not without considerable travail.

He passed 
numerous camp sites, overtook 
and passed two other slowly mov- 
ing, ox-drawn wagon trains, his 
disappointment increasing with 
each failure to find the new 
wagons of Hunt's train. 


By midmorning his mules be- 
gan to sag on their tugs, tiring 
of the long, hard drive. He de- 
cided that he would make camp 
and rest them soon after midday 
if by then he had not eaught up 
with Elias Hunt at the latter's 
midday halting place.

Close to Soil. 

“You have certain values in the 
south you cannot afford to lose,’ 
he told the teachers. “The south 
is fundamentally religious, and 
still close to the soil, nurturing 
ground of the virtues. There are 
great, tremendous opportunities 
remaining here,” he declared. 
“while in the north things are al- 
ready standardized, and dry rot is 
setting in.” 

Father Johnson foresaw a pe- 
riod of great industrial expansion 
as inevitable. But what he called 


in a possible struggle 
opposing theories of government 
in America. 

Attacks on democracy already 
/have begun in this country, he 
/pointed out. Dangerous theories, 
‘once confined to surreptitious dis- 
cussions, are now preached from 
the housetops and publicly prac- 
ticed. The banner of revolt has 
been raised. 

Quotes Holy Father. 

In his talk, Father Johnson em- 
phasized the recent letter of Pope 
Pius XI, issued last October dur- 
ing the golden jubilee’ celebra- 
tion of the Catholic University. 

The Pope’s letter called our 
times ‘‘a period of unrest, of 
questioning and conflict, a turn- 
ing point in history.” To combat 
the rise of totalitarian and com- 
munistic governments, whose cit- 
izens the Pope described = as 
“pawns of power, and chattels of 
the state,” he urged the teaching 
of principles of Christian citizen- 
ship. 

“Christian philosophy alone 
gives full dignity and respect to 
the individuality and personality 
of man,” Father Johnson quoted, 
‘“and Christianity opposes any 
philosophy that makes man 
chattel.
